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Bomb Threat Disrupts Classes

A crowd of people were 
standing in front of Southwick 
Hall last Thursday afternoon. 
Waiting, wondering when they 
could or if they would be able to 
go back into the building and 
back to their classrooms. UMass. 
Police cruisers blocked the entry- 
way to the parking area past the 
arches. Fire and UMass EMS 
were also on site. 

On Thursday February 24, 
a phone call was made at 2:30 
P.M. noon to the switchboard 


stating that a bomb was placed on 
the North Campus. The UMass 
Police department responded 
immediately searching every 
building connected to the 
Business and Engineering 
Schools. As the search pro¬ 
gressed an object of a suspicious 
nature was found. The area was 
then sealed off, allowing only 
cars to be removed from the park¬ 
ing area. The safety of everyone 
was a major concern. The state 
Fire Marshallis office was alert¬ 
ed. 

Sgt. Gagne of the UMass. 
Police department was supervis¬ 
ing the operation. When the Sgt

Sergeant Gray is a graduate 
of Lowell High School and has 
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was asked, “Where was the 
object found?” He replied, “It’s 
above your head! Whenever there 
is a bomb threat we take this very 
seriously, you never know which 
one is going to be the real one. 
Especially since there have been 
mailbox bombings in Boston and 
the threat a few weeks ago at 
UMass. in Boston. The problem 
has also been exacerbated by the 
kinds of movies that have been 
playing lately like Blown Away, 
[it] can create ‘copycat crimes.’” 

UMass EMS emergency 
medical technicians were on the 
scene should there have been any 
injuries. The Lowell Fire 
Department was on hand pre¬ 
pared for any actual emergency. 
Fortunately there was only a 
standby need for these crews. 
Students from parking enforce¬ 
ment were also on hand to assist 
the police with the eventual prob¬ 
lem of people arriving for night 
classes. 

As the crowd began to thin 
out some stayed behind hoping 
for the chance to go back into the 
building and retrieve their posses¬ 
sions. One work-study student 
was getting ready for a meeting

when the alarm went off. She left 
everything behind and got out of 
the building as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. She found this an “irritating 
experience” as she sat on the 
steps of the Lydon Library talk¬ 
ing to her friends. 

About 4:40 P.M. the State 


Fire Marshall arrived at the 
scene, soon after proclaiming that 
the building would be closed for 
the night. Southwick is still 
standing, no one was injured and 
everyone having classes in those 
buildings will be sorely disap¬ 
pointed to see it still standing. 


Bomb Prank Under Extensive Investigation

This past Thursday, February 23 at approxi¬ 
mately 2:30PM, students were evacuated from 
Southwick and other surrounding buildings as the 
result of a bomb scare. 

Most students were surprised to hear the fire 
alarms ringing through the University hallways. 
Students evacuated the building talking and laugh¬ 
ing about the welcomed break from classes. 
Many students, probably used to the occasional 
fire alarm pull and wiring problems that occur in 
the dorms, had no idea that their lives were possi¬ 
bly in danger. 

The buildings that were evacuated were Ball 
Hall followed by Pasteur, Southwick, Falmouth 
and Kitson. Originally, the bomb was thought to 
be in Ball but was actually in Pasteur. According 
to Dean Duggan, “Someone called the UML 


switchboard and said there was a bomb in BA. 
Fire alarms were pulled and the building was 
evacuated. Then the same person called back the 
switchboard and said, ‘I said PA not BA.”’ 

After the second phone call, Pasteur. 
Southwick, Kitson and Falmouth were cleared 
out. It is a crucial fact that whom ever called was 
close enough to know that the wrong building was 
evacuated. The bomb scare was more than 

a college prank. It was serious enough that the 
State Police, a full armored bomb squad and die 
ATF(Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire arms) were 
called to the scene. Associate Vice-Chancellor, 
Dr. Wagner said, “There was definite reason to 
believe that there was an explosive device in the 
building.” 

Senior Janice Coppi was at the scene at the 
time of the evacuation. “There were about four

fire trucks and three ambulances. 
The alarm went off for 15 to 20 
minutes and then people were 
admitted back into Ball but not 
back into Pasteur.” 

Janice was also there almost 
2 hours later and the excitement 
had not yet died down. “At 
around 4:30 1 saw an army truck 
with about 10 guys in fatigues 
and an army jeep with a bunch of 
guys with orange coats on.” 

The alleged bomb was 
finally found in Pasteur. 
Whoever was involved worked 
hard on this project. He or she 
made a small box look very much 
like an explosive. The bomb 
squad had to x-ray and examine 
the bomb to conclude that it was 
not dangerous.

attended numerous training cours¬ 
es offered through the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice

After the bomb was realized 
to be counterfeit, the State Police 
and the bomb squad remained to 
examine every inch of the four 
buildings. They concluded that 
Southwick and Falmouth were 
safe for evening classes but 
Pasteur and Kitson would stay 
closed for the rest of the night. In 
this upcoming week. Chief Rowe 
will be issuing a statement about 
the bomb scare. Until then, he 
would offer no comment. 

Dean Duggan emphasized 
that the bomb scare was not a 
funny prank. It was a serious 
matter that could have led to mass 
confusion. She is confident that 
every measure will be taken to 
catch the person responsible. 
When the “Bomber” is caught, 
they will be prosecuted to the 
fullest extent of the law.

enough to get them into serious 
financial trouble. 

But some compulsive shop¬ 
pers feel like there’s nothing they 
can do to stop their spending 
sprees. 

Donald Black, a University 
of Iowa psychiatrist, says help 
may be on the way, though. It 
comes in daily doses. 

Black is testing the effects of 
fluvoxamine, a drug used to help 
people with obsessive-compulsive 
disorders, on compulsive shop¬ 
pers. Results so far indicate the 
treatement works. 

“In all cases, patients bene- 
fitted after three weeks,” says 
Black. “They reported less time 
thinking and fantasizing about 
shopping, they spent less time 
shopping and they showed more 
control whey they did go into a 
store.” 

Black says the treatement 
could help hundreds of thousands 
of people across the nation who 
can’t walk past a “sale” sign with¬ 
out stopping in the store. 

“This is a serious problem 
for a lot of people,” Black says, 
adding that psychiatrists estimate 
that between 1 to 6 percent of the 
U.S. population has compulsive 
shopping disorder. “There lives 
get turned upside down because 
they can’t stop spending money.” 

Gina Rizzo, a senior at 
Western Illinois University, says 
she doesn’t think she would quali¬ 
fy as a compulsive shopper but can 
definitely see some red flags in her 
own behavior. 

“I’ll go on $2 for a whole 
week because I spent my whole 
paycheck over the weekend,” 
Rizzo says. “I have some nice 
things, but I don’t have anything 
saved.” 


Rizzo says she’s learning her 
lesson the hard way, though, after 
battling it out with credit card 
companies and collection agen¬ 
cies. Still, the draw of the occa¬ 
sional sweater or purse is at times 
too much. 

“I’m working on it, but I still 
spend more money than I should,” 
she .says adding that at least the 
money she spends comes from her 
own paycheck, not her parents. 
“Sometimes I think about it, and I 
realize I have to stop before I don’t 
have anything left.” 

Black says most psychia¬ 
trists would agree that Rizzo’s 
shopping habits are similar to 
those of other students, and could 
probably be solved with more self- 
restraint and maybe some counsel¬ 
ing. 

But for serious shoppers. 
Black says drug treatment may be 
the last resort. “We’re talking 
about people who have no self- 
control,” he says. “It’s a serious 
problem.” 

Fluvoxamine works by 
increasing the number of neuro- 
transmitter chemicals in brain cells 
and helps them communicate bet¬ 
ter with each other. Black 
describes it as sort of a “lubricant 
for your brain.” 

The drug often is used in 
Europe and Canada to treat bulim¬ 
ia, depression and other disorders 
but has never been approved by 
the Food and Drug Administration 
for use in the United States. 

Black hopes to prove the 
druge works ad eventually win 
FDA approval by using his 
patients as examples. “I haven’t 
had anyone taking the drug fail to 
show positive results,” he says. 
“They are making dramatic 
changes. Their lives are better in 
so many ways , the least of which 
may be the fact that they finally 
have money to pay their bills.

Anchorage, Alaska - Alaska state wildlife officials shot the moose that trampled and 
killed a 71-year-old man on the University of Alaska campus. 

Although the moose was escorted off campus and back into the surrounding 
forest after attacking and killing Myong Chin Ra in January, state officers killed the 
animal two weeks later after it tried to attack a UA professor. 

Bruno Kappes, who teaches psychology, was running to class when he turned 
the comer of a building and ended up a few feet away from the moose, who was 
grazing with its calf at the time. Upon seeing Kappes, the moose ran toward the pro¬ 
fessor but was unable to catch him. 

Police soon arrived on the scene and decided against transporting the moose to 
a remote area of the woods. Because of the heavy snowfall this winter, food has been 
scarce, and the moose would have been in danger of starving, said wildlife officials. 

After using flare guns to drive the calf away, wildlife officers shot the moose. 

“This has been a tough winter for the moose because they’re not able to find 
sufficient food,” said a spokesperson for the Anchorage police department. “We had 
as many as 80 moose on the university campus basically looking for food. That num¬ 
ber is unusually high, even for winter. 

Ra was killed on Jan. 11 when he inadvertently ventured near the moose while 
walking to the university’s gymnasium. Ra slipped and fell when he tried to run 
away and was trampled to death by the moose within minutes. 

According to campus police officer Jim Milne, the moose was protecting its 
young calf. The two had been roaming the campus for several hours and had been 
subjected to yelling, whistling, teasing and snowballs from students. No such inci¬ 
dents were reported before the second attack. 

Police said that meat from the moose was donated to a local charity. 

South Carolina Students Protest Cuts 

Columbia, S.C.-With chants of “We’ve got a vote,” more than 250 students from 
South Carolina’s public universities rallied on the steps of the State Capitol building 
to protest cuts to higher education. 

Brian Comer, student government president at the University of South 
Carolina, says that politicians who promised property tax relief while running for 
office last November have turned to state schools to provide the necessary revenue 
for those promises. 

“We want the government to realize that college students are tired of being 
taken for granted,” said comer. “It seems like whenever there are cuts to be made, the 
budget for higher education is the first place that legislators look.” 

Students from seven public universities converged on the State Capitol after 


newly elected Gov. David Beasley called for budget cuts of 5 percent on all state pro¬ 
grams, with the exception of funding for elementary and high schools. 

That would mean losses of anywhere between $300,000 to $1 million in state 
funding for the state’s public universities. 

“Higher education has sustained so many budget cuts that it almost seems 
impossible that they would come to us for more,” said comer after the rally. “There 
are only so many hits we can take.” 

The state’s House Ways and Means Committee has begun work on the pro¬ 
posed cuts and should submit a plan for approval by the end of March. 

Comer said that student government officials will use mailings, phone calls and 
meetings with state officials to plead their case before the budget is finalized. 

Comhuskers as State Employees? 

Lincoln,Neb-After enduring hours of practice and tons of hard hits, an national 
championship and an undefeated season seem like the appropriate reward for the 
University of Nebraska football team. 

But a Nebraska state legislator has introduced a bill that would guarantee that 
the Comhuskers and other state football teams be rewarded even if they don’t bring 
home a national title. 

Sen. Ernie Chambers of Omaha has proposed a bill to pay college football 
players by making them employees of their university. Aside from making players 
eligible for wages and benefits. Chambers proposed a new class of felony for univer¬ 
sities who deny players monetary compensation. 

“Everyone’s making money off of the football program except for the players,” 
said Chambers. “We have to make it fair. They don’t have that much spending 
money because they can’t work. They devote all of their free time to the school. 
They should be compensated for that time. 

Although Chambers doesn’t have an exact salary schedule, he said payments to 
athletes should reflect the money the university makes off of the respective program. 
He foresees a salary of about $1,000 a month for a highly successful program, such 
as the Comhuskers’ football team. 

Chambers’ proposal would create a Class V felony for schools who fail to pay 
their their football players. Each unpaid player would cost the school $10,000 in 
fines. 

Although the NCAA has ruled that amateur athletes cannot be paid by their 
school. Chambers said that scholarships already dilute the true meaning of an ama¬ 
teur. 

“The NCAA doesn’t have a problem with scholarships that are worth 
$10,000,”he said. ”What’s the difference between that and an outright check?” 

The Nebraska state legislature passed a pay-for-play bill in 1988, but the bill was 
vetoed by Gov. Kay Orr

Bradstreet’s directories. 

TALK to friends, faculty 
associates, family, or any per¬ 
sonal contact who may know of 
available openings, or about 
prospective employers. 

READ newspapers (includ¬ 
ing the want ads), trade publica¬ 
tions, business weeklies, jour¬ 
nals, and books on the subject. 

PREPARE by learning all 
you can about any employer in 
whom you have a strong inter¬ 


est. Be able to describe clearly 
what you would like to do for 
that organization. Contact the 
person most likely to be in a 
position to hire you. If you have 
selected a city or general locale 
and will be looking for a job 
there, subscribe in advance to 
the local newspapers, and obtain 
lists of prospective employers in 
the area before you relocate. 
(See above.) 

SEND your resume with a 
cover letter to any potential 
employers, and state that you 
will be contacting them regard¬ 
ing an interview upon your 
arrival. Exercise care in organiz¬ 
ing and constructing your 
resume; it is one of the most 
important documents you will 
ever write. For help, see your 
career planning and placement 


office; read the counseling sec¬ 
tion in the CPC Annual or one of 
the many books on this subject. 

CONTACT the nearest 
office of the State Employment 
Service. Even if it handles pri¬ 
marily local listings, it should be 
able to refer you to employment 
service offices in other cities and 
states. 

PURSUE all possible 
avenues, and don’t become dis¬ 
couraged by a number of rejec¬ 
tions.

A Different Welfare 
Reform Policy: Fair Pay 


At a recent conference on “family-friendly” policies I listened 
intently to an executive from a very popular and profitable hotel chain 
describe results from an employee survey. In part, it revealed that many 
full-time workers earned wages so low that they qualified for public 
assistance programs, such as day care subsidies, food stamps and fuel 
assistance. The corporate response was to set up a referral program, so 
workers could easily sign up for these government sponsored subsidies. 
When asked if the company had considered raising wages, so the work¬ 
ers would not have to depend on the government to make ends meet, 
the answer was a defensive “no.” 

This situation illustrates an all too common, yet overlooked, 
problem within our nation’s economy, and remains a major reason why 
a culture of welfare dependency has arisen. 

Many jobs simply do not pay enough for workers to support 
themselves and their families. The welfare system, in effect, subsidizes 
corporations, allowing them to pay workers less because they can make 
up the shortfall in earnings by collecting from Uncle Sam. 

Everyone talks about welfare reform as a balm for soothing the 
troubled taxpayer and cutting back on wasteful government spending. 
Yet, first, we need to recognize why so many people become dependent 
on public assistance — the lack of decent paying jobs with solid bene¬ 
fits and supportive family policies. 

The majority of welfare recipients are not lazy, not unambitious 
and not freeloaders. In fact, as many as 40 percent of single mothers in 
the Aid to Families and Dependent Children (AFDQ program already 
do work. The public assistance programs help merely to provide shel¬ 
ter, clothing and food for their families. Unfortunately, for many peo¬ 
ple, paid work does not provide all the money that is needed to keep a 
family afloat. 

We must set up training programs, supportive networks, and edu¬ 
cational opportunities for welfare recipients. But, most importantly, we 
must demand that businesses begin paying decent wages to workers at 
all levels of employment, particularly to women and minorities, who 
are always clustered in the lowest paying jobs. Women’s average earn¬ 
ings are 28 percent less than men’s — the wage gap is evident in nearly 
every occupation, and across all educational levels. 

Women are paid les$ not because their work is any less important 
or valuable than men’s, not because they are any less experienced or 
skilled, but simply because they are women, and have always been paid 
less. 

A lack of decent paying job opportunities forces many to turn to 
public assistance for help. For countless others, it kills all desire to 
achieve. 

One rel incentive that can inspire workers is to make them feel 
that their work is worth something. If women were to receive appropri¬ 
ate pay equity raises from their employers, less and less women would 
need public assistance to survive. Pay equity can actually be part of the 
solution to welfare reform. 

One recent study has found that increasing women’s pay by nine 
percent lifted nearly 40 percent of women in poverty above the official 
poverty line. Overall, pay equity programs make a significant differ¬ 
ence in income for the individuals affected, yet cost relatively little for 
business to implement. The average cost for businesses amounts to less 
than four percent of hourly payroll costs. 

When businesses undervalue and underpay workers, they are 
actively contributing to the conditions that lead to the welfare state. In 


essence, welfare dollars only help to fill in the “wage gap” that should 
really be paid by business. 

We all agree that moving people off of welfare and into jobs is 
sound economic policy. Now, we must begin a dialogue that acknowl¬ 
edges how the lack of meaningful, decent paying jobs has contributed 
to dependency on the welfare system. It is time for all of us to take 
responsibility, including those who sit in shareholder seats and those 
who write the checks every payday.

Shear Madness - Cutting it up for 15 Years

This is a show that just 
won’t quit, Shear Madness has 
been entertaining Boston audi¬ 
ences for over 15 years. It already 
holds the world record for longest 
running non-musical play, and 
with 6,190 consecutive perfor¬ 
mances to date, it shows no sign 


of slowing down. Shear Madness 
is also relentless in the production 
itself. For nearly two hours this 
murder-mystery hits you with a 
whirlwind of comedy, spectacular 
acting, and incredibly quick ad- 
libbing. It never lets up, just when 
you can’t breathe anymore from 
laughing so hard, the show pushes 
you further. The comedy even 
starts before the show begins, as 


the audience witnesses an intro¬ 
ductory scene of everyday hair 
salon antics. Then the lights go 
out, the real fun begins and we 
discover that this is to be no ordi¬ 
nary day. 

Shear Madness is an interac¬ 
tive murder-mystery about a 
Newbury Street hair salon called, 
of course, Shear Madness. It fea¬ 
tures Tony, the harried hairdress¬ 
er, Barbara, his blue-haired assis¬ 
tant (also a Revere resident); and 
his customers, socialite Eleanor 
Shubert and antiques dealer 
Edward Lawrence. All of them 
become suspects when the sto¬ 
ried concert pianist/landlady 
Isabelle Czerny is murdered in 
her upstairs apartment. Two of 
Boston’s finest, detectives Nick 
Rosetti and Mike Thomas, have 
already staked out the joint by 
posing as customers. They’ve got 
the goods on everyone involved, 
and very little gets past them. We 
never see Isabelle, but her piano 
playing, which drives Tony nuts 
every single day, is heard through 
the ceiling. At least everyone 
thinks it’s her. 

Nick and Mike have their 
work cut out for them. Apparently 
Ms. Czerny has been raising 
Tony’s rent recently, and her 
piano playing has been growing 
louder and more frequent. So it’s 
simple, right? Not so fast, the 
cops discover that Barbara is the 
sole beneficiary of Isabelle’s for¬ 
tune, but Barbara claims she 
didn’t know about that. We also 
find out that Mr. Lawrence has 
done business with Isabelle 
before, and was interested in buy¬ 
ing Isabelle’s piano, but she 


wouldn’t sell at his price. Perhaps 
he is here to try and blackmail her 
into selling because he knows 
about her will, which could 
expose what sergeant Rosetti calls 
a “Lebanese relationship” with 
Barbara. Let’s not forget Mrs. 
Shubert, who also knows about 
the will, has a desire to visit 
Hawaii, and may be intimate with 
Mr. Lawrence. This tangled web 
creates a multitude of possibili¬ 
ties, any of which may turn out to 
be true on any given night. 

This is where the audience 
comes in. Shear Madness is inter¬ 
active, which means that after the 
police discover the murder, the 
house lights come on and the 
audience gets to act as witness, 
lawyer and jury. Imagine the sur¬ 
prise when the cast discovers all 
these people who have been 
watching them. Members of the 
audience get to call out facts and 
ask questions of the cast mem¬ 
bers: Why did Tony take so long 
to check on his burning goulash? 
Why did Barbara carry scissors 
out to the dumpster? Why did 
Edward go to his car to brush his 
teeth, and how did he cut his fin¬ 
ger? Why did Mrs. Shubert have 
to read a “cahd” to call her own 
home? These are some questions 
the audience might ask, as well as 
more trivial ones such as “is the 
toothbrush wet?” (it was). After 
this inquisition, the audience 
votes, by a show of hands, on 
who they think committed the 
murder, and the cast then plays it 
from there. And all of it is amaz- 
ingly hilarious. 

Shear Madness doesn’t just 
play in Boston, productions are 


currently running in places like 
Budapest, Chicago, Tel Aviv, and 
Rome. The setting is always local, 
and despite the tacky 70’s flow¬ 
ered wallpaper, the jokes are 
always current; The water was 
“hotter than McDonald’s coffee”, 
and with so many scissors around, 
there’s bound to be a few Bobbitt 
jokes. Shear Madness was adapt¬ 
ed from a dark German Psycho¬ 
drama called “Scherenschnitt” 
(meaning, ’’Cut outs”) and was 
given new life by Bruce Jordan 
and Marilyn Abrams, who still 
produce the play and star in each 
new U.S production. They never 
realized how much potential the 
show really had. The original 
schedule was for 31 performances 
at the Charles Playhouse, begin¬ 
ning in January, 1980. Since then. 
Shear Madness has racked up 
records and awards such as; 
Mystery Writers of America’s 
“Best Play of 1988”, and The 
Boston Globe’s “Best Comedy of 
the Year” seven times. There 
must be something going on here, 
perhaps it’s the excellent market¬ 
ing, the talented local actors, the 
enthusiasm of the audiences, or a 
combination of these. The show is 
also addictive, you’ll feel com¬ 
pelled to see it many times, espe¬ 
cially since the ending is always 
different. Don’t forget that Shear 
Madness is also gut-busting 
funny. It’s playing right now at 
the Charles Playhouse, and it’s 
cheap. A weekday showing is 
$23, weekends $28, and special 
gift certificates are available for 
$25 (That perfecj £iitj. but mate 
sure you go too, because you’ll be 
missing out.

Tommorrow The Green Grass 
(American) 

If you’ve ever wondered 
what happened to all those musi¬ 
cians that have been influenced 
by Bob Dylan, Woodie Guthrie, 
and the like one needs to look no 
further than The Jayhawks latest 


release Tommorrow The Green 
Grass. From the start of “Blue” 
one encounters a sound like 
Carlie Simon had with her hit 
“You’re So Vain”. 

Green Grass seems to 
embody the same personal-small- 
town element one may find on 
the Gin Blossom’s New 
Miserable Experience or 
R.E.M.’s Automatic For The 
People. The songs are subtle and 
are not afraid to lean on a string 


section and a acoustic guitar as 
the driving force for a song. 

“Miss Williams’ Guitar”, 
an ode to Victoria Williams’ gui¬ 
tar playing, has a wackiness sim- 
ilar to any thing sung by John 
Flansburg or Peter Byrne (of 
They Might Be Giants and The 
Talking Heads, respectively). 

The Jayhawks seem to 
care more about sounding 
good than sharing the pain 
found in love-lost songs 
like “Two Hearts”. One 
rewarding aspect of putting 
sound over intelligibility is 
that if you’re a decent 
musician chances are peo¬ 
ple really don’t care too 
much about what the singer 
is saying. Fortunately, 
Mark Olson and Gary 
Louris have the ability to 
keep their song writing 
simple and somewhat 

fresh. 

The melody on “See Him 
On The Street” is a force to be 
reckoned with. Although you 
may hear a certain guitar lick that 
is similar to what your Dad used 
to listen to on WOKQ before Hot 
Country came along: don’t be 
afraid. The Jayhawks latest offer¬ 
ing is much better than anything 
on the radio as of late, unless 
you’ve been graced enough to 
hear something from Jeff 
Buckley’s latest album. 

On the back of the album 
there is a list describing the origin 
and quality of the songs. One of 
my favorite says, “These songs 
wanna crawl in your closet and 
live with you till next fall.” This 
statement is most likely true. 
Maybe because songs with string 
sections and tender melodies 
have a certain reminisence with 
falling leaves, warm weather, and 
so on. But I’m willing to gamble 
that The Jayhawks have the same 
qualities as the albums men¬ 
tioned above, which means The 
Jayhawks sound especially 
good in the Fall.

A Heart-Breaking Loss for Men’s Hoops 

UMass Lowell ended their season with a 
disappointing home playoff loss to Sacred 
Heart in the quarter-finals of the post-season

The final score isn’t always the best 
way to judge a game, and never was this 
more true than in UMass-Lowell’s quarter¬ 
final loss to the Sacred Heart University 
Pioneers this past Sunday. The 99-85 final 
score doesn’t accurately represent the 
amount of effort and desire the River 
Hawks put into this exciting play-off game. 

The intensity of the game was best 
expressed by the moving image of senior 
guard Spencer Staggs, who after fouling out 
late in the game, sat on the bench with his 
head held in his hands, struggling to hold 
back the emotions after playing in his final 
collegiate game. 

From the beginning of the game, 
Lowell’s downfall was glaringly apparent. 
No matter what they tried, the River Hawks 
just couldn’t stop Sacred Heart’s 6’8” cen¬ 
ter Kevin Vulin, who was able to basically 
score at will, shooting an astounding 16-18 
from the field for 37 points in the game. 
But, he was only human, and was only able 
to play 28 minutes in the game. Lowell 
took advantage of the big mans absence by 
turning up the defense and maintaining 
excellent shooting throughout the first half, 
going into the locker-room with a 42-38 
lead. Zack Zegarowski and Spencer Staggs 
led the way with 10 and 9 points respective¬ 
ly* 

The second half started out in much 
the same fashion as the first, with the 


Pioneers pounding the ball inside to Vulin. 
Sacred Heart took the lead and would go up 
by 8 with 15 minutes remaining to play. 
Again, the determined Hawks would come 
back and brought the game to within 3 with 
7:15 left in the game. But, every time 
Lowell would cut the lead to 3 or 4 points, 
the Pioneers would go back the their center 
for some easy points. 

Lowell was in this game up to the last 
few minutes, but just ran into a better team 
on this day. Even though UML got their 
usual outstanding play from Staggs and 
Zegarowski, they just couldn’t stop the 
Sacred Heart offense, which shot a white- 
hot 70% from the field for the game. 

Despite this loss, Lowell’s season 
would have to be considered a success. 
Lowell played well all season, including 
only one loss at home, and closed the sea¬ 
son by winning 7 of 8 games to secure a 
third place regular season finish. Looking 
ahead to next year, the River Hawks will 
have some big shoes to fill with the loss of 
Staggs, but with young talent like Jim 
Borodawka and Mark Davis, don’t be 
suprised if UML improves on it’s 16-11 
record and hosts a play-off game for the 
second year in a row.
